The Coast Guard reported 59 
survivors and listed an estim ated 
nine m issing, all of them from 
the Mission of San Francisco. The 
Mission carried 45 men and the 
Etna 23.

Allen of Houston, Tex. 


The Mission did not carry a pilot 
because Allen was licensed for the 
Delaware River. 


Explode On Im pact 


Both vessels exploded in a sheet 
of flam e upon im pact, rocking 
homes on both sides of the river 
and awakening persons in nearby 
Maryland. 


The Mission was nearly cut in 
two by the impact. The missing 
mon, all of them believed to he 
ship’s officers, were asleep in the 
general area of the point of im ­ 
pact. The Mission is Navy-owned 
but operated by a civilian tanker 
corporation, and is manned by 
civilian merchant m arine seam en. 
Although the Coast Guard would 
not confirm that any of the m iss­ 
ing were dead, Eugene McKenna, 
33, Providence, FLL said “every­ 
body in the middle of he ship 
must have been killed.”
